A BOLD DEFAULTER. 

Stealing the Same Stocks Tviee— 
Carrying $800,000 on Mar- 
gins. 

[From tho Cnuadisn I'rce rrc8».l 

Barber has been robbing the Mon- 
treal Bank for years. Ho took to stock 
Bijoculfttions first with his own money, 
and lost. Thou ho determined to try 
again, this time with 'money realized 
oil a few securities belonging to tho 
bank, which of course, he intended to 
replace when he had made his pile. As 
assistant accountant, ho had access 
not only to tho securities belonging to 
the bank, but to the securities placed 
in tho vaults for Biifo iioopiny by cus- 
tomers. He was carrying on margins 
1800,000 of different stocks last week- 
Bank of Montreal stock, Montreal 
Telegraph stock, New York "Graphic" 
stock (that paper is owned by Cana- 
dians), and Cauadiau .stock of every 
kind. And not content with specula- 
ting in the Queen's Dominion, ho oper- 
ated largely in New York. 

As an instance of the cool manner 
in which ho phiyed hia game, Ia"m told 
that some weeks ago he olTered $91:3,000 
worth of securities to a Toronto brok- 
er, and asked for an advance of $30,- 
000 thereon. Tho broker, naturally 
enough, asked him how he came by 
the securities. 

"Oh," said Barber, "I belong to a 
syndicate in Montreal; in fact, I'm 
their Toronto agent." 

'\Yithoat mpro ado the broker ad- 
vanced him the sum required. A few 
days afterward the same broker was 
short of cash, and ho took the securi- 
ties he had obtained from Barber to 
the Bank of llontrenl, and deposited 
them as collateral and obtained $80,- 
000 on them. And the next day Bar- 
ber stole them again, deposited them 
with another broker and obtained 
another advance on them. 

It was a case of this double-back- 
action thieving that liiially lloored him 
last Saturday. He hud abstracted some 
fiecuritiea belonging the township of 
London, County of Middlesex, and 
obtained an advance upon them from 
a Montreal broker. Tho broker in 
turn put them into tho Bank of Mon- 
treal otlico, in Montreal, and they were 
ferwarded to the office hero for iden- 
tification. Then Barber abstracted 
them again, and swapped them here. 
Tho broker who had got hold of them 
had occasion to send them to brokerNo. 
1, in Montreal, and failing to bo abio 
to account for their sudden reappear- 
ance, broker No. 1 consulted tho 
bank peoplo in Montreal. They in 
turn asked Toronto, and Barber was 
fairly trapped.

Editor Colonist:— Allow mo through 
your columns to oxp -ess my Jiasatisfao- 
tion at tbo tftrdiness ou tbo part of tho 
Goveninient in calling tho Houso together 
for buBiDeas. It may suit the 13 members 
living within a oirole of 3 miles of James' 
bay, but not those at a distance. I well 
remember tho oomplaints made last ees- 
sion by several laombera at the great 
loiigth of the Bession from tho lOlti of 
January to the 19th of May. This, it will 
be argued, was an exceptional one, owing 
to the change of Governr-ent. Tru«; but 
•with all that, •when it re-assembled after 
tho re-election of Ministers, much of onr 
time was frittered away with but little to 
do each day, notwithatanding tho fact that 
the Government had an inturval of more 
than 10 weeks— Ist February to April 15th, 
to mature their plana a'-d prepare their 
bills; but towards the close everything 
vras ruahed Uhroagb, and important mea- 
sures thrown ove'rboard, which the Gov- 
ernment had pledged themsolveB to pass. 
It should be borne in mini' that those of 
us at a distance from the capital wnnt to 
return to our various ocoupationn at tho 
opening of tho season, especially those 
from the miniog and agricultural dis- 
tricts. If the House bad been called to- 
gether the beginning of January, the 
members from tho distant distriots of 
Lillooot, Cariboo, andKootenay would bo 
spared the necessity of travelling tho 
trorst part of tho winter. 

Other matters suggest themselves; but 
this is neither tho timo nor place to dis- 
cuss them.

[We have ever been advocates of an 
early sitting of the House, and the expe- 
ditious discharge of legislative business. 
Under ordinary oircumBtances we can see 
no good reason why the House should 
not ho called together in Uocembur and 
prorogued in January. The great Pro- 
vince of Quebec mot about six weeks ago, 
and after a session of barely four weeks 
was prorogued and the members have 
gone home. If the legislative work of a 
thickly-populated Province like Quebec 
can be got through with in four weeks, 
why should the British Columbia House 
require a session of CO daya ? But "cir- 
cumatanceB alter oi ses." The last session, 
the writer truly says, lasted from tho 10th 
of January to me 19tb of May; it was an 
exceptional one. In the first place, an un- 
reasonable and unpatriotic opposition was 
given to tho re-election of two of tho Min- 
isters, to further the very object of which 
our corraspondent complains, viz.: ham- 
per the new Cabinot and retard public 
business. "It (a long session) juoj- onii." 
■writes our correspondent, "tho 13 mem- 
berh living within a circ'e of 3 miles of 
James Bay, but not those at a distance." 
This is true enough, because it was from 
a few of the 13 members living near Vic- 
toria that tho opposition came. It must 
also be remembered that tho nearly fatal 
illness of the Premier was the occasion of 
part of tiie delay after the House met 
again, and that the spirit of opposition 
which had been encountered and over- 
come at tho polls was carried into the 
legislative arena and there revived with a 
bitterness and vindictiTeuest that serious- 
ly retarded public business and occasion- 
ed the "frittering away" which "A Main- 
land Member" so justly complains of. As 
regards the approaching session: There 
is not now and never was a desire on the 
part of th» Ministry to delay meeting the 
Houso beyond tho month of Dacomber. 
But the clreumstances that have thus far 
overridden the wiahea of tho Ministers are 
of a peculiar and delicate nature. A me 
morialof the House on tho Railway ques- 
tion was dispatched on tho 1st of Februa- 
ry last to Lord Carnarvon. To that me- 
morial no rnply has us j'ot been returned; 
and Ministers naturally feel indisposed to 
call tho Houso togi^tlier until there i» 
aomothing definito to luy before members 
on that all-important question. To secure 
an early answer to the memorial fremient 
telegrams have been dispatched to Lon- 
don, without as yet, (we are sorry to say) 
eliciting a response beyond tho mere for- 
mal acknowledgement of receipt. "Wo 
now believe that the timo is rapidly ap- 
proaching when the Ministers should call 
the Hoase together for dispatch of busi- 
ness, even if they should lUve to [go be- 
fore it with the memorial nnsanswered. 
Under tho most favorable ciroumstaDCos 
tho situatiou is grave, and fraught with 
serious conssquences, and we cannot but 
think that in hosilnting to meet tbe Housp 
until they have exhausted every means to 
secure the Imperial reply, tho Miuiatry 
have acted nriiely. — Ed. Con. ]

!Editob Colonist :—Thero are three 
vital matters affecting tho prosperity, 
moral and good ordor of this upper 
country that I wish just now to commend 
to your special attention. I would write 
them up myself, but I have, after caroful 
consideration, come to tho conclusion, 
that if in your position as editor of the 
most popular and widely circulated 
journal in the Provinca you oould bo in- 
duced to write a few loaders boariug on 
these points, which could bo supjjurted 
by corrospondeut testimony, wo should 
effect a huiulrod times moro than oould 
bo done by an outaidor, who might bo ac- 
cused of ft thousand unworthy motives, 
Ac. Tho points for animadversion are : 

1. Illegal white co-habitation with 
native women. 

2. Tho public desecration of tho Sunday 
by trade and traflic. 

3. Tho absence of any law oflicer in im- 
portant communities like Iiytton,Lillooet, 
Cache Creek and adjacent and interesting 
settlements. 

In respect to No. 1, it is draining tho 
very vitals of the country, impoverishing, 
demoralizing, ruining and' destroying 
those concerned in it, as well as outailing 
untold curses and consequences on the 
community and colony at large. It fills 
our schools with bastards destitute of any 
kind of home training, and is a source of 
pestilential influence on all the rising goi:- 
eration. In dealing with this, instead m: 
asking the Local Legislature to ci.a' i 
laws compelling transgressors to niai i v, 
invoke tho Dominion Indian anthoiUies 
to step in ordering all native women not 
married to their respective reserves and 
Indian homes, and all Europeans living 
illegally to make provision for the off- 
spring they have brought iuto tho world. 
This will relievo tho Provinuo of the 
burdens the Dominion authorities, as iha 
legal guardians of the aborigines, have a 
right to attp in, and use with a will the 
besom of reform, jnstioe and restitution.

Advocate thai where ever a freight waygon 
or train findi itsel/ on Saiurdaii night, tlicre 
it shall retnain till the Monday morning 
folloicing , and leaving tho religious (luus- 
tion out, man and beast shall vest one day 
in seven, a principle universally accepted.

The Silver Nuisance. 

Editou Colonist:-— You have earned 
tho tbanks of the business portion of the 
community for your two recent articles 
calling attention to the silver question, 
Silver has of late almost driven gold coin 
out of tho country, and will accomplish 
its utter extirpation unless tho communi- 
ty put a diacount upon it. Steamer after 
steamer from San Francisco brings its 
thous»nds of dollars in silver coin, pur- 
chased thoro at a heavy discount and 
thrust upon this good-natured community 
at par. Tho nclion of tho local Banks in 
charging 5 per oont, discount on silver, 
while it saves thoso iuhtitutioiia from lo.ss 
through it, yet only tho i}in!(i heavily 
causes the silvwr burden to boar upon cit 
izcna engagod in retail buhinoss. lietail- 
ors have tlioir transactions in small snmn, 
tho payment of which is generally made 
in Hilvor. To make payments either to 
wholosale houses here or by reniiltaiice 
abroad the retailer must realize on hia 
takon-at-par silver at a loss of five dollars 
on every hundred dollars. This is upon 
them a tax greater than FroT.inoial, Muni- 
olp»l, and all otjter ' tuxes pat togathar.

The Los3 of tub Hinv Cohmodorb. — 
Tho fcjeftttlo I'ribuHt: furuishes tho follow- 
ing account of tho loss of this ship uoar 
Gape Flattery: Tho ship Commodoro, 
which sailed from San Francisco for So- 
attla on the 20th of December, has beou 
■wreoked and lost. She -was off Capo Flat- 
tery on the morning of Wednesday, Jan. 
10th, whoa a strong wiud from tlie north- 
west STiddonly sprang up. It increased 
to ft heavy gale, and, boiug driven close 
iu shore, with tho wind blowing her on, 
Oapt. Hastorf was unable to wear out his 
Bhip. ,. As a last measure he out away his 
masts and let go his anchors, but the vio- 
lenco of tho storm was so groat that her 
bows were puUeJ out by the strain, and 
tho anohors woro loft buhiud. The hull 
was driven in closer, striking tho outer 
reef and passing over it, strkiug the mid- 
dle reef, parting with her keel, and pass- 
if^^ over, and strikiag the inner reef ,lodg- 
ibg lhere, and breaking in two. From 
this place, tlie mou wero got on shore, 
nothing bein;; saved but the chrouom«tor. 
They made ihuir way over to Neeah Bay, 
whero the wreck and all partaiuing to it 
were sold by the captain to Mr. Ijuncls for 
8475. The crew wero brought to Port 
Totrnsend on a tugboat, whero they now 
are, ■while Captain Hastorf, having re- 
ported the matter by telegraph, will go 
below on tho Dakota. The Commodoro 
was a ship of about 1,200 tons measure- 
ment, olii, and good only for carrying 
soma such cargo us lumber or conl. She 
was the property uf Capt. Samuel Blair, 
of San Francisco, and Mr. Arthur Phin- 
ney, of Port Ludlow, who owned her re- 
spectively in the proportions of five and 
three eighths, her value being estimated 
at about $20,000.

DELAYED JISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 15. — A dispatch from 
Cunsmutinople says: At tu-dav's sit- 
ting of the conference, tho MiirquiH of 
.Salisbury, ill tho uaiuo of his European 
colleagues, communicated to tho re- 
prusoutatives of tho Porto tho last pro- 
poHals of the powers whoso demands 
wero inoditiod and soltoneu. jluo ui- 
vision of Bul^ai'ia into two provinces 
and tho restriction of Turkish troops 
to certain places are not mentioned in 
the piopositiona for an international 
commission and the appointment 
of governors of provincoa subject to 
cuiiHont of tho powors is considerably 
luodiliod. Iu addition to concessions 
tho sesbiou of Soworuik to Servia is 
left in suspeueo. The proposals for 
aggrandizment of Montenegro are re- 
duced to limits which tho Porto hue 
siguilied its willingness to accept. 
Thus all contostod points are rolm- 
((uised by the powers except cominis- 
bion of supervision and appointment of 
goveriiorslaud even tlieao points are muoh 
modilied. Tlie powors now propose that 
tho appointment of governors of provin- 
ces bo subjected to their approval only 
during the next tivo years, and that in- 
stead of an internatioual commission, a 
mixed body composed of Europeans and 
Turks bo ostoblished. After making his 
communication. Lord Sulisbury announc- 
ed that if tho Port') did not agree to the 
proposals now made, ho lud instructions 
to quit Constantinople. 

aafoet Paaha replied. Ho expressed 
regret that the decision of tho powora 
should require him to refer tho matter 
to the I'orto boforo giving a Una] 
an.swer, but ho would say ho did not 
think it possible for Turkey to yield 
upon the commiasion of Bupervision 
and appointment of governors; those 
proposals which alToct tho iudopen- 
tlouco of the Porto havo already been 
rejected. Tho Porto, however, would 
eiamiiio tho communioation and re- 
ply dcliuitoly thereto at tho next sit- 
ting. Tho cunferonco will roassomblo 
ou Thursday, if tlio Turkish answer is 
then ready, but is more than probable 
that the meeting will not take place 
until Saturday, and in the meanwhile 
a gnuid cuuiioil of one hundred and 
eighty, composed of all the great dig- 
nitaries of state, will moot to decide 
upon an answer. 

Ijondon, Jan. 16.— The Berlin oorres- 
poiuleiit of the Tiinet says the reason each 
plonipotentiary made a separate doolara- 
lion Ui the Porto at yoaterday's sitting of 
tlie couimilteu was to prevent Itussia's 
future action from Ixnng repre.seiitod as 
undertaken in behalf of all Europe. 

Beloraui:, Jan. iO. — .\ telegram to the 
Tunes states that uU tho llussian wound- 
ed are to bo himu homo immediately. It 
is eviilcnl that there is a breach in tho al- 
liaiii'i! betwL'i!!! Russia and Sorvia. The 
anti-Kus.iian party, which favors imme- 
diate peace with Turkey, is daily gaining 
ground, and a change of Servian policy, 
if not of tho ministry, is not improbable. 

A Vienna dispatch to tho 7Vf»M oontnine 
a long review of tho couilition of tlin 
Uusfiian mobili;',od army, derived from 
letters of impartial foreign oilicers who 
traveled tho Russian lines from tho Prutli 
to Odessa, and hod ample opportunitioB 
of observation. The correspondent sajs 
the letters give the decided impres.sion 
that tho llussian ormy (thanks to the two 
months' armistice), is in a far better con- 
dition than generally suiiposod, and cer- 
tainly incom|)arably titter to take tho field 
than in any former campaign against Tur- 
kcr. The principal defect seems to be in 
vehicles. Not thirty thousand animals 
have yet been secured, and thus another 
month or six weeks must pass boforo tho 
mobilization of the army can bo consider- 
ed really assured. The Itounianiau rail- 
ways would only aid the lUissian advonco 
to the Danube very slightly, in couse- 
qaenoe of dilTereuoe of gauge and panoity 
UfroaniDgitook. It wpnld take fo^^ 



days to carry tho whole Russian army 
and stores to tho Danube. The letters 
show that although the six army corps 
when first mobilized wore considerably 
bolow their nominal strength tlioy ore now 
little if anything short of full number, 
namoly 240,000 men. 

LoNDON,.Ian. 10. — A special from Vien- 
na to tho Ba'dij News assorts that tho ar- 
chives ofthcBussian embassy at Oon- 
stantinoplo have arrived at Odessa. 

PaBA.J^an. 10.— The Marquis of Solia- 
bury had an interview with tho Sultan, 
vrho is disposed to accept all tho condi- 
tions of the amended schomo submittsd to 
the conference. 

GoNSTANTiNopiiH, Jan. IG. — The several 
plonipotontiaries Iiavo requested an an- 
dianco with tho Sultan for tha pur- 
pose of taking leave. Tho grand coun- 
cil of Tnrkoy to decide on tho Porto'.s re- 
ply to the last proposals of the Powors 
will meet to-morrow or Thursday. 

The Standard's Berlin diapatoh says it 
is reported that two divisions of tha Bui- 
sian army are approaching tho Eonmani- 
an frontiers. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Timts 
comments on the oxtremoly hostile lan- 
guage of Eussian official papers in regard 
to tho proclamation of Queen Victoria as 
Empress of India. Tho Vedenwstl asserts 
that Afghanistan is arming against Eng- 
land.

EASTEKN STATES. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 15— The profloiit break- 
up of ic9 in tho river has been the most 
disastrous on record, not only at this 
place, but at almost every point between 
hero aud Pittsburg. The lowest estimated 
damage here is §250,000; the highest, 
$400,000. The heaviest losses seem, at 
this writing to be with coal dealers. There 
wero 75 loaded and 150 empty barges 
sunk or carried away from landingi at 
this place. Most of thoBO not actually 
sunk have been left iu such a condition 
that nothing can bo done for thom, and 
they will be eventually lost. 

Nbw York, Jan. 15. — The World's spe- 
cial from Pittsburg places tho loss thero 
by floating ice at $3,000,000; -100 coal 
barges and nine steamboat.T destroyed. 
The loss of lifa was small, only throe or 
four fatalities being reported, but thero 
wero many miraculous escapes. Tho ice 
piled up 20 and 30 feet in many places.

An Amusing Will Case, 

An amusing will case baa just ter- 
minated in the Probate Court, Dublin. 
An old" niaiden lady, named Harris, 
died iu Harcourt-street Bome months 
ago, possessed of about £1,500 in stocks 
and two housos. Sho boquoathed lier 
property to Dr. Whito, who was hor 
modical advisor, and to Kate Borry, a 
servant girl who bad lived with her 
for five years.Miss Harris's first cousins 
disputed tho will, and charged Whito 
and Borry with fraud aud undue 
influoiicQ. It appeared that the tes- 
tatrix was of vcr}' occontric habits; sho 
lived alono in a large house in Har- 
courb St. The house was covered with 
placards) and appeared to be vanent. 
Miss Harrie did not object to the ad- 
vortisoments, as thoy lod the tax-col- 
lectors to boliovo tho houBO was un- 
inhabited, and iu fact it was so returned 
by thom. Sho was iu the habit of ringing 
a bell from the drawing-room until 
a mob collected before her bouse, and 
sho would then throw water on them; 
at others tiinos alio appeared on the 
roof of the houHo, flourishing a dolf 
veseol over hor head.

The Marquis of Salisbury at Constanti- 
nople. 

INTERVIEW WITU TUE SULTAN . 



His Imperial Majesty tho Sultan re- 
ceived Lord Salisbury on Saturday 
afternoon, lOth inst. at half-past ono 
o'clock. This was not only accorded 
willingly, but with every show of read- 
iness, as will bo easily understood 
when it is known that the request for 
an interview was only seat in on Sat- 
urday, and tliat a reply iixing Sunday 
as the timo was returned at once. 

As is only the custom on great State 
occasions and visits of eminently dis- 
guiahed poraonagea, tho Sultan's own 
state carriages were sent to conduct 
theBritishAinbassador extraordinary to 
tbo^palacQ of JJoluia Bagtche. These 
arrived at the hotel just as liis Lord- 
ship had returned from divine service, 
and very shortly afterwards Lord 
Salisbury, accompanied by Sir Henry 
Elliott, and attondcd by tlio son of tlie 
resident Ambassador and tho live sec- 
retaries of tho embassy, sot out. 

Tho procession which convoyed Hor 
Majesty's representatives to the pal- 
ace of the Sultan was worthy of the 
occasion. Preceded by a number of 
Ottoman canvasses richly clad in 
in splendid uniforms of blue and gold, 
and carrying tho insignia of authority, 
the carriages slowly passed down the 
hill from Pera which runs from tho 
shores of Bosphorous. There sparkled 
the bright blue waters of that incom- 
parable sea, the warm sun lighting up 
the opposite shores of Scutari and, tho 
Golden Horn, and thus completing the 
beauty of a view which confessedly has 
no rival in the world. Steamers pass- 
ing from one side to the other, cai- 
ques by scores shooting from landing 
stage and sliip, small men-of-war at 
the mast-heads of which floated the 
ensigns of nearly all tho Powors of 
Europe, and here apd thoro n t'„..i.-;c,l. 
iron-clad, wore all in the scene, while, 
as those who havo once gazed .upon a 
Turkish crowd will best understand, 
strange forms and stranger dresses 
lent their aid in this pictureEquo pan- 
orama. 

Dolma Bagtche, the palaco to which 
Lord Salisbury was invited, stands on 
the banks of the Bosphorous; and it is 
of pure white stone and of faultless 
architecture. Probably no royal resi- 
dence in the world has so fair a site; 
for while in the roar are dark green 
hills, and on either side Cyprus trees 
of a still darker hue, tho Bosphorous 
stretches far aud wido iu front, its 
lovely villages and splendid mansions 
being well nigh all in view. The road 
thither lies along the shore, aud thus 
the route which the British Ambassa- 
dor took was delightful iu the ex- 
treme . 

Arrived at the entrance to tho palaco, 
tho English visitors woro met by Kamil 
I'asha, who is the ofiicial master of core- 
monies, and Seyd Pasha, chief of the pa- 
lace. By those thoy were ushered into a 
largo apartment, where coffee was offered 
thom iu cups studded with diamonds, 
wliilst tobacco in jewelled chibouks was 
handed round. A short time having 
olapsod, thoy woro led into the presence 
of tlio Sultan, and then tho ceremony be- 
gan. 

liis Imperial Majesty, surrounded by 
many of his groat officers of State.a waited 
the coming of Lord Salisbury, who, at- 
tended by his Buito, advanced towards tha 
Sultan. A Turkish oflicial, named I\Iunir, 
who, on this occasion, did duty as first 
dragoman, herovpon recited tho name and 
titlo of those present, bowing low as ho 
named each one in accordance with East- 
ern etiquette on such occaciona. This 
formal introduction over, tho English all 
retired, with tho exception of Ijord Salis- 
bury, Sir Henry Elliot, and Mr. Sand- 
iron, first dragoman to the Embassy.
